In order, however, gentlemen, to ensure even 
partial success in the attainment of-an object so 
desirable, permit me here to remark, that much 
will depend upon yaur support,’ co-operation, and 
generous forbearance, one to the other. If we 
have come together, as our solemn obligations just 
enfered into would seem to imply, with no object 
ih view save the good of our constituents, with no 
hope or expectation of reward, save the approba- 
tion of our common country; and if we continue 
to act under the influence of such high consider- 
ations, nothing can possibly occur calculated to 
interrupt for any length of time those kind feel-

The said message was read at the Clerk’s table 
and is as follows: So eee 
To the Senate and House of Representatives; ? 

i The sudden and unexpected resig- 
nation of Executive authority, which bas occurred 
since the adjournment of the Jast-General Assem- 
bly has been the source of deep and serious regret 
to us all; and the unaffected diffidence in my owa’ 
abilities, which I have ever felt, when called to 
the discharge of public duty, was sustained alone 
by the integrity of my own purpose, and a confi- 
dent reliance on publie virtue, and the wisdom and 
firraness of our free institutions. 5 

Blessed as we are, in a climate of the most kind - 
ly temperature, & in a soil producing in the gteat- 
est abundance, all the necessaries and comforts of 
life, our destinies advance in the onward course of 
improvement; and by a consistant adherence to the 
principles of wise and cautious legislation upon 
which we have heretofore acted, we shall go on 
to multiply the means of rational enjoyment, aud 
to perpetuate that character for patriotism and-de- 
votion to the common good, for which the sons of 
Tennessee have been eminently distinguished, 

No legislative wisdom tan be effectual in attaia- 
ing the greatest possible good, unless the judicial 
branch of government beas pure and intelligent 
a8 the frailty of human nature, and the weakaess 
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of human understanding will admit. The laws 
should not only be shaped according to our.sound- 
est views of the genius of the people, the resour- 
des of the country, and the wants of society; but 
the attention of the Legislature should ever be di- 
rected to the forms and practice of the co-ordinate 
departments. The channels of justice should not 
only run pure, and the decisions of the courts be 
conformable to the spirit of our statutes, and:the 
dictates of common sense and reason, but: it is of 
the utmost importance tothe interests of this, as 
of every other civilized community, that the redress 
of grievances should be prompt and without delay. 
How far .he experiments already made-in the civil 
branch of our jurisprudence have succeeded in es- 
tablishing its practical fitness to all the- purposes 
of adjudication between man aud man, or whether 
a higher degree of usetulness is still attainable by: 
partial modifications, deserves, aud will meet, your 
serious consideration; but, that some measures 
may be devised for the punishment of ctiminal.of- 
fer... 's more effectual, than J believe to be practi- 
cab, ander the present state of things, is greatly 
obe desired. The feelings of society, as it is uos: 
` *pnstituted, seem to demand a system, embracing 
n its details, a graduation of punishment bearing 
reasonable proportion to the nature of the offence. 
The multiplied acts of violenos and outrage which 
we have frequently and of late been called to wit- 
ness, ate doubtless encouraged by the facilities 
with which the heavy sauctions of the law are 
wholly evaded. With the march of intellectual im: 
provement, and the chastened spirit of christiani- 
ty in other portions of the country, the sanguinary 
and degrading penalties of earlier times have been: 
greatly modified. In many of oursister States, 
where Penitentiary houses or State prisons bave 
been established as the basis of a new system, the. 
weight of testimony, after full experiment, seems 
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so conclusive, as to control the decision of public 
opinien in their favor; offenders have not only 
been more suddenly punished, but in many instan- 
ces reclaimed, and’a manifest saving of expense 
has accrued to the Treasury in criminal prosecu- 
tions. ` ' i 
The pernfanent good which necessarily results 
from a genera) difusion of knowledge amongst a 
people who are entrusted with the inestimable 
privilege of self-government, makes it our duty to 
cherish, with parental care, such resources as may 
be in our power, for the encouragement of schools, 
colleges and academies. A fund for the support 
of common schools in this state, to a considerable 
amount, has been already set apart; and‘although ' 
Tam not aware ofany additional source from Which 
further appropriations could, at this time, be judi- 
ciously made, the economical investment and pro- 
fitable improvement of our present means, will re- 
quire the most active vigilance. With the amount 
of capital now at our command for that purpose, 
it is not hoped for or expected that a successful 
plan could be immediately put -in operation . Id 
sustained; but we should take care, not onb ¿that 
there should bé no waste of the original amount, 
but, that there be a regular and reasonable in- 
crease, and above all, that the responsibility of 
those to whom the charge is committed be so un- 
questionable, and the operations whereby it is con- 
trolled be so plain and urfienybarrassed, as at any 
time when dure by the Legislature, to present 
an aspect intelligible by all, It is a sacred depos- 
it for the benefit of posterity; and to prevent the 
confusion into,which the management of such 
funds has tod often been permitted to run, a rigo- 
“rous accountability should be imposed upon the 
guardians of the trust, by á plan of computation 
simple in its details, and requiring periodical in- 
vestigation by competent authority. 
OUSE 
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in common with every commercial people of the 
world with whom we have intercourse, it has been 
made an essential part of our policy to estimate the 
use of money, or the circulafing medium of ex- 
change by some fixed standaré of value. The es- 
timate of that value has, in different communities 
and at different periods, been differently held; but 
an no one principle of civil polity, have all been 
more united in opinion, than that some fixed stan- 
dard is essential, and that usury or the exaction of 
greater or higher rates is tobe-deprecated. With 
us, the standard has remained unchanged from our 
earliest history; but the penalties, and measure of 
punishment against usurers has been the subject 
of modification; and although the laws have been 
effectual to some extent, in suppressing the evil in 
its ordinary channels of operation, still the devices 
of avarice have been extensively successful in 
their evasive expedients. 

Direct loans of money or a forbearance to press 
collections on the inducement of a bigher rate of 
interest than allowed by law, is now but seldom 
resorted. to, from the facility with which the ob- 
jects of the crafty usurer can be attained by ficti- 
tious agencies; and whenever the necessities of 
the credulous.and unwary have brought them with- 
in the voracious grasp ófa professional money 
dealer, new Ioans, or further indulgencies upon 
Joans already advanced, are effected through a 
process of shaving whereby bonds and obligations 
unquestionably secured, and most frequently fab- 
ricated to answer the present transaction,are trans- 
ferred at a discount wholly ruinous to the affairs of 
the oppressed debtor, and in defiance not only of 
the principles of policy and law, but of moral obli- 
gation and common honesty. The victims of this 
desolating rapacity are too offen to be found 
amongst the meritorious classes of our citizens, 
whose spirit of emulation and enterprize is more 
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indiscreet than reprehensible; whilst the authors 
of their ruin, with a small sfock of probity or in- 
tegrily, are, by the inevitable tendency of their in- 
tercourse with men, more and more confirmed in 
_-@ heartless indifference to the ordinary claims of 
humanity. If existing prohibitions be insufficient 
to repress or even to check the progress of an-evil 
so destructive to the interests and morals of soci- 
ety, itis certainly competent in the Legislature fo 
devise some constitutional remedy, effectual, in its 
application, and which shall admit no subterfuge ; 
to unworthy offenders. Some dissatisfaction has ` 
been sere Pe and no doubt those who are heard 
to complain, do so in-the utmost sincerity, against 
the influence and tendency of the Branch of the 
United States Bank located in this State; and in 
addition to the usual allegations against Banks and 
banking transactions in general, it is here assum- 
ed as a particular objection, that the amount of 
stock held by citizens of Tennessee is very limited, 
and that the profits, whatever they may be, are rens 
alized by capitalists of other states or of other 
countries. The good or evil resulting from Bank- 
ing operations, whether of local or national insti- 
tutions, seems, even at this advanced period of 
our experiments in the science of government, to 
be still too, much the subject of honest difference 
of opinion to justify positivé conclusions for or 
against their general utility; and I submit, with 
great deference, whether, in the present posture 
of affairs, it would not comport with the best views 
of our own interests, consistency and good faith, 
to direct the public attention to the support or op- 
position. which our hest judgments may dictate, 
on a proposed renewal of cornorate powers, rath- 
er than to an unprofitable conflict with existing es- 
tablishments, whose hours are already numbered, 
and whose dealings are unexceptionable. Iam not 
prepared to say that the influence of the Branch 
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located bere, has, in any instance, been improperly 
used. It is, with all its kindred family, open to 
objections; but what fabric of human invention is 
otherwise? It was called into existence by tlie 
Representatives of the people, in a peaceful exer- 
cise of the known forms of the constitution, and if 
it should be found, in any degree, inconsistent with 
the spirit of that sacred instrument, or if its tencen- 
cies should be manifestly impolitic, unjust, or op- 
pressive, the pure patriotism of Tennessee knows 
where to seek and apply the remedy.” 

The line of boundary between this State and 
Kentucky is still the subject of discqntent and in- 
convenience to the citizens who reside in the im- 
mediate neighborhood, and the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky adopted a resolution at their läst session, 
' directing the Executive of that state to take mea- 
sures for running that part of Walker’sline which 
dies between the south east corner of Trigg county 
and the Tennessee river. This is the only portion 
of the line which remains to be run, under the 
provisions of the compact entered into with us on 
the 20th day of February 1820, and it is but just 
and proper that it should be plainiy marked and 
established; butas the Executive of this State was 
not authorized fo co-operate with the authorities 
of Kentucky, on their proposition to appoint agents 
and surveyors in February last, a suspension of op- 
erations was asked for by us; and Itake great 

leasure in communicating to the General Assem- 

ly, that the spirit of forbearance and accommoda- 
tion manifested by our sister state, will ensure the 
exercise of a corresponding spirit on our part, and 
an early attention to the adjustment of a matter 
which has been long delayed. 

At’no period since the commencement of opr 
government, have the evidences of our growing 
prosperity been more manifest, nor the efforts of 
industry more bountifully rewarded: commerce and 
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the mechanie arts are liberally encouraged, and 
domestic industry, in its legitimate sense, is- more 
practised and better understood: the laboors of 
the husbandman, whose protection should be the 
first object of every agricultural nation, have not 
only here, but through every portion of our happy 
country, been eminently favoured with ‘abundant 
harvests: at peace with all the nations of the earth, 
and undisturbed by the petty’ feuds of faction with- 
in our own border, we are left to the enjoyment of 
as much rational bappiness as seems to be com- 
patible with human nature, and. the institutions of 
men. That we may know how to appreciate these 
blessings, and to improve them to the high purpo- 
ses of a Beneficent Providence, let us look, in bum- 
ble gratitude, to that Divine Source of every good, 

in whose hands alone are “the-issues of life.”

The President and Directors of the Bank of the State of 

Tennessee, in pursuance of the requisitions of tts char- 

ter, respect{ully submit the following report tothe Gen- 

eral Assembly of the State of Tennessee: 

The Capital Stock of the Bank consists of the 
proceeds of the sales of the.unappropriated lands, 
. the Academy money funded, the ordinary revenue 
of the State, not otherwise appropriated, and the 
nett-profits on banking.

$43,119 45. Notwithstanding this balance against 
the Bank, it is at all times, able, promptly to dis- 
charge every possible claim, that can be presen- 
ted; because it is readily perceived, that the item 
of $62,949 27, the Treasurer’s deposite, will be 
drawn only to meet the necessary expenses of the 
State Government. , 

Although the Directory are perfectly satisfied, 
that the institution ts able to sustain itself against 
all possible pressures, without making any further 
call, yet tbey will here beg leave to remind your 
honourable body, that the above balance is, of it- 
self. an apology, sufficient for the Directory, in 
postponing the time of sending to the different 
counties, the common school fund, as directed by 
the 24th resolution of the legislature in 1827. An 
additional reason is, that the condition of the Bank 
is better than it has been at any point of time since 
the passage of the resolution; and that a compli- 
ance with the law until within a short time past, 
would have endangered the credit of the Bank, or 
produced another call of 5 or 10 per cent. The 
reasons that induced the Directory to make the 10 
per cent call, have in a great degree continued to 
exist; the scarcity of par funds resulting from the 
failure of the Nashville Bank, and the pressure pro- 
duced upon all the local institutions, by the éstab- 
lishment of the Branch Bank of the United States 
at this place. It was believed that much of the 
pressure produced by the Branch Bank of the Uni- 
ted States, was the effect of a rule of the mother 
Bank, requiring them to discount on their own pa- 
per exclusively. An effort was made on the part: 
of the Directory of this institution, to cause the rule 
to be dispensed with. Their exertions were una- 
vailing, notwithstanding the President and Direc- 
tors of the Branch at this place, nianifested every 
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disposition ta aid our views, Although the real 
transaction discounts are limited to the deposites, 
and have almost entirely. ceased for the last two 
years; still with the increase of the accommoda- 
tion fund, the nett profits have been greater than 
the proportion of the profits; since the organization 
of the Bank. ee l ren ; 

In making an exposition of the situation of the 
Bank, we do not consider it a part of aur .duty to 
suggest any change in the present mode of the ad- 
ministration of the different departments of the 
Bank; but we would suggest from past experience, 
that occasional difficulties will occur with the 
agents, which it is impossible to rectify and per- 


fectly understand, unless it is by visiting the agen- 


cies, (which has been in some insfinces resorted 
to,) or by calling the agents, with all the proof, be- 
fore the board of Directors, which in many instan- 
ces, would be extremely inconvenient and expen- 
sive. an | 
We feel gratified in being able to report to your 
honourable body that with few exceptions, we have 
had no cause of complaint against our agents, so 
far as we can learn from their reports, and so far 
. as.any information has been received: and we have 
in some cases made special visits to some of the 
counties, for the purpose of making examinations. , 
All of which is most respectfully submitted.

Cobbs as fo 
the plan and manner of execution of said révisal 
was correct. And they entertained the most fa- 
yorable opinion of the ability with which it had 
been done.

On 
the 7th December 1827, an act passed the Gener- 
al Assembly directing the treasurer of. West Ten- 
nessee to pay to Robert L. Cobbs the sum of fif- 
teen hundred dollars, to the executors of John 
Haywood, lately deceased, the sum of seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and to Thomas Haywood,. 
who had assisted in the completion of said work, 
seven hundred and fifty doMars, as full compensa- 
tion for the services by them rendered in and- 
about making and preparing under their appoint- 
ment a revisal of the laws of the State, which sumg 
the parties entitled to have respectively received, 
By an act passed 13th Dec. 1827, the Legislature 
provided for the publication. and distribution of 
this revisal; the work being in two volumes one of 
which was of more immediate. utility than the. 
other, they directed that there should be published, 
for distribution at the expense of the State, three 
thousand copies of the first volume, and five hun- 
drei! copies of the second volume, as reported to 
the General Assembly. By the same. act the Secre- 
tary of State was di ected as soon as practicable, 
to contract for the publication and delivery of said. 
Jevisal upon the best terms that could be procur- 
ed, embracing the principle of granting to the

In pursuance.of this last act of the Legislature, 
the Secretary of State, on the 18th of January 
1828, entered into contract with Heiskell and 
Brown, printers at Knoxville, whereby they agreed 
to publish and deliver three thousand copies of the 
first and five hundred copies of the second volume 
of- the said revisal, forthe sum of, twenty-nine 
hundred and ninety-five dollars, and they. éxecat- 
eil their bond with security in the penatity of 
$5990, conditional, for the faithful executidn. of 
the contract on their part... Your-committee will 
here inform the Legislature that in making the di- 
gest, the revisers did nat write out the laws at full. 
Jength, as they were to be printed. They put all 
the laws on the same subject together as directed 
by the act of 1825; but in making the compilation 
the revisers only. put the beginning and concluding 
words of a section, where the whole section wag 
in force, making reference in the margin to the 
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year in which the act passed, the number of the 
chapter and section and the printed volumes of 
the laws where they were contsined; where parts 
of sections relating to the same subject were in 
force, and part repealed, the paris in force had to 
be put together leaving out such a3, was not in 
force, where ‘it was practicable to be done. In 
this way laws relating to the same subject, passed 
at different periods in the course of a century 
were all brought together, and put in one chapter; 
and the subjects arranged in alphabetical order. 
By an act passed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature, chapter 8, of the acts of 1827, all fines, 
forfeitures, penalties, rewards, fees, and sums of 
money which in the statute laws, in force in this 
State are expressed in pounds, shillings, and 
pence, are directed to be expressed in the new 
digest, in dollars and cents. Your committee be- 
lieve that the plan of the new digest is the best 
that could have been devised without a reenact- 


ment of all the statute Jaws in force in this State; 


and so far as they are capable of judging, from the 
partial examination they have given to the work, 
they believe the executian of it, by the revisers, 
has been accomplished with ability and great skill 
and industry. But they further believe, that un- 
Jess the revisal be transcribed, great, if not insu- 
perable difficulties will be imposed upon the prin- 
ters in the publication of ii. The labors of the 
printers and the danger of committing errors will 
be increased, and the publication of the work 
must progress slowly. Owing to these difficulties 
a compliance with the contract above mentioned, 
was declined by the printers after it had been en- 
teredinto. The committee submit the communi- 
cation of the Secretary of State and the accon- 
paipay Saumen as well as the statement of

ment of the causes which have prevented the pub- - 
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cation and distribution of the work within the 
time contemplated by the act of the 13th of Decem- ` 
ber) 1827. Your committee have no hesitation ia 
saying that the contract made with Heiskell and 
Brown ‘is a most advantageous one for the State, 
and they Are still willing to fulfill the contract on 
their part if the revisal is transcribed, They un- 
dertake to print, bind and. deliver thë work for 
less than one dollar per volume.“ The expense of 
having the digest transcribed, when added to. the 
expense of printing, binding, &c. will still not ex- 
ceed oné dollar a volume, agteéable to the best 
estimate they can make. The committee bave 
consulted with two df the best clerks in this State 
as to the expense of, making out the transcript, 
and estimating the number of pages of both vol- 
umes to be one thousand of an octavo volume, 
which is more than the estimate made by Mr.

incurred in publishing and distributing the work 
proposed, will be little more than half as much as 
iş incurred in publishing and distributing the laws 
and journals of one session of the General Assem- 
bly, and every body, it is presumed, will admit that 
itis of much more importance to have all the laws | 
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in force, digested, published, and distributed a- 
mong the people in well bound volumes that are 
capable of preservation, than to publish and dis- 
tribute the acts and journals of one session of the 
Legislature.

A further proof, 
will be found in favor of the support of the system, 
in the fact that no state in the Union where. it has 
been put in operation has ever abandoned it for any 
other mode of punishment. . This evidence 18 ene 
titled to great weight when we: consider the Bu:

tiaries that were first erected in the countfy. A 
number of persons were crowded into the same 
room where the young and the pliant offehder, lis. 
` tening to the recital of cimes by the old and har- 
dened culprit, left his imprigonmént, if not incu- 
red depraved, at least with a disposition quite un- 
fitted for honest ang industriqus pursuits. Expe-

at night, cut off from all communication with every 
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human being, will direct his thoughts to his pres- 
ent condition and past conduct, and sooner or la- 
Ter will discover the exils of an ill spent hife; and 
the inevitable consequence in most instances will 
be amendment. 
In earnestly recommending to your considera- 
tion the propriety of erecting a penitentiary, I res- 
pectfully réquest that your attention may bé given 
to a communication made by me to the General 
Assembly at the. session of 1826, which contains 
a condensed statement of the condition of six pen- 
itentiaries, from which if is believed-you can pro- 
eure some. valuable information to aid your delib- 
` eratidns on this interesting subject, It may also 
de added that the Connecticut state prison, as well 
as some others in New England; is now in a very 
“flourishing way. - The labor of the criminals not 
only defrays all expenses; but affords a considera- 
hle profit, and it is stated that the moral condition 
of the convicts is far more favorable than was an- 
ticipated by the most ardent friends of the system.

An evil of great magnitude which results from 


taking usurous interest is, that it:diverts money 
from being expended in objects calculated to ad- 
vance the prosperity of the country. The capital- 
ist who can loan his money at a bigh rate of inter- 
est having nothing to fear from the enforcement 
of legal penalties, is sure to do so:in-preference fo 
risking it in laudable enterprise:—and it is a mat- 


ter of deep regret that those who are engaged in. 
the gainful but disreputable business-of shaving soon 


lose all the noble and disinterested feelings of our 
nature and take a secret pleasure in the misfor- 
tunes of their fellow beings—such is the frailty of 
human nature that this is nat to be wondered at, 
as the distresses of the community minister to tbe 

rosperity of the money dealer. The shaver may 
oat’ up wealth, but bis country derives. no bene 
fit from it, as it is acquired by the ruin of all those 
whose necessities oblige them to borrow from 
him. If usurious interesk is prohibited by the 
Jaws of the country, money will be usefully em- 
ployed in the noble pursuit of agriculture; in the 


establishment of useful manufactures; in opening 


roads and canals, and in such other: business as 


will advance the . of our beloved coun- 
aiding. us in the altainment 
ese valuable ends, I respeetfully propose the

In many parts of our country the great work of 


pa" 


internal improvement is advancing with astonish- 


ing rapidity, The New York Canal is in success- 


ful operation, conveying the products of a vast 


region of fertile country to a ready and certäin 
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market, and the Pennsylvania Canal, four hundred 
miles long, furnishing an inland water conveyance `. 
to thet great state, is nearly finished. The Balti- 
more rail road, the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, 
the canal uniting the water of Lake Erie with that 
of the river Ohio, dnd numerous other improve- - 
ments of less magnitude but of great.value to the 
internal trade of, the country are in a state of 
vigorous progression, and will in a -few years be 
entirely completed. With these bright examples 
before us, does it become Tennessee to be 
idle? Our rivers afford numerous outlets: to 
market, and when it is. considered that the sum. 
required for the removal of all obstrüctions te, 
navigation in tie principal ones, would soon. be 
_ repaid by savings in transportation; it is reasonable 
to hope that a measure having in view ihswohjert, 
would at no distant day meet With undived sap- 
port. Butas our means may not justiſy the im- 
mediate commencement of such an undertaking, 
I would respectfully recommend the employment 
of. sömé skillful engineer to explbre our largest 
rivers, with a View-of ‘ascertaining, : with alk. 
reasonable certainty, the amount of probable ex- 
pense which. would be incurred at each point of 
operation.” I would also suggest the propriety of 
incorporating companies for the construction of 
turnpike roads and bridges under such restrictions, 
and extending to-them such rights, as are approv- 
ed by the wisdom, and experience of those states 
where similar companies have long existed. It is 
scarcely necessary to remark that our roads in the | 
winter season are almost impassable, and yet we 
Have stone în greater abundance and, more con- 
venient for the construdtion of roads, than any - 
oiher- state in the Union. If as commencement 
were once made, sa as fo afford our citizens an. 
opportunity of perceiving the value of such im- 
provements, all opposition to them would ungues- 
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tionably cease. The farmer would discover that 
he could bring double the quantity. of produce to 
market over a good road, that he now can over ahad 
one, and in half the time without injury to his horses. 
or wagon, and that the payment of toll, under zuch 
circumstances, would be indeed great economy 
An improvement in the condition of our roads is 
so well calculated ſo promote agriculture, facili- 
tate commerce, and advance the growing pros- 
perity of our state, that I have peculiar pleasure in 
recommending the measure now proposed to your 
deliberate consideration. SaN a 
The purchasers of land at the Hiwassee ss fes, 
owe the state a considerable amount, which it is 
believed they are wholly unable to'pay at this time; 
and you will doubtless be called upon to extend 
relref to them at the present session. Owing to 
peculiar circumstances at the time of these salés, 
the people were induced to purchase at à price 
Above the real value of the land. The country 
was then inundated by a depreciated paper. cur- 
rency, which could be procured with great faciti- 
ty, and most of which, contrary to their expecta- 
tions, shortly after the sales, was withdrawn-from 
circulation by a resumption of specie payments on 
the part of our banks. A consequence of this was, 
fhat money became scarce, and payments ‘have 
since been made with great difficulty. With a 
view of avoiding the evils which may result from 
future legislation on this subject, it would seém‘to 
be wise policy to remit a partion of thé debt now 
due upon ‘the express condition that the balance 
shall be punctually paid by stipulated instalments. 
Akin to this matter is the debt due by the citizens 
residing south of French Broad and Holston to the 
colleges and academies.. These people settled the 
country under peculiar disadvantages. They suf- 
fered much by Indian wars and bave already, paid 
a considerable sum for the lands they occupy.

ested. The trifling expense of the salary of an at- 
torney general, compared with the losses and ex- 
tortions likely to be sustained by, the state, for want 

of an able, vigilant and responsible officer to per- 
form this duty, would, it is believed, of itself, be 

sufficient to warrant the appointment, That it 

would be a saving to the treasury, your committee: 
aannot doubt. 

Most of the important points arising in the cirs 
cuit courts in state causes, involving legal princis 
plek, upon which hfe often depends, and of the 
last importance to the community, are brought ta 
the supreme court for decision; capital] causes are 
brought there almost of course. The solicitors re- 
siding in the districts where the court sits, kanow 
little of the business, generally feel indifferent, and 
often have inferior sourts to attend during the 
term. In many insiancesthe state is without an 
advocate. The ioability of an ordinary solicitor, 
with little or no preparation, to contend with the 
able and well prepared counsel of the defendant, 
whose life is at stake, needs only be mentioned to 
gain admission. Hence the frequent reversals of. 
judgements, and new inals. The bestlegal talent 
the state can command should be employed to ara 
gue her causes in the court of last resort. Vigi- 
lance In fixing bail and causing defendants to be 
securely brought before the cour, and when be- 
fore the court an able and efficient prosecution of 
them, so as to prevent discharges and ne trials, 
would, no doubt, conduce much to the public weal, 
and prevent an expense to the public to ap extent 
greater than the salary. In cases of impeachment, 
there should be an attorney general, to be consult- 
ad, to draw up articles, to collect the testimony,. 
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and attend. to preparing for the trial, and te aid in 


the prosecution before the court of impeachment. - 
It is not to be expected that-members of the House 
of Representatives have sufficient time, without 
great delay and expense tothe state, to attend: 
the ‘proséention of high offenders, wilhout the aid- 
of counsel. The drudgery of preparation is incon- 
sistent with the business of legislation, aud for the 
want of time and aid, the grossest delinquents 
must often go unpunished. The interest of the 
state constantly requirés-the attention of able coun- 
sel to conduct the causes pending in the courts of 
justice, wherein-she js interested, such as the in- 
dian reservee causes, suits against delinquent sher- 
iffs, clerks and others, through whose hands-the 
_ public money passes, and suits at the instance of 
the state bank and other pecuniary interests of the 
state: the attorney general should attend in person 
or have the direction of the litigation; and be res- 
ponsible for its success. The executive, the treas- 
urers, the officera of the State Bank, and all the in- 
ferior solicitors should have the aid of-a compe- 
tent legal adviser, whenever the interest of the state 
requires it. The committee therefore recommend 
the appointment of an attorney general.. i 
On the subject òf appointing a reporter of the 
decisions of the supreme court; the committee 
state, that many decisions beforè and since the 
death of Fudge Haywood, have tiot been reported, 
and are almost unknown to the country, although 
some of them are of much importance—that no 
person is engaged in reporting the causes that 
have been lately determined, nor are they inform- 
ed that any persan intends doing so in futare: the 
great mass of tue people and even the bar and cir- 
Suit court have little information.of- what has been 
decided, save from-vague report, gor do the com- 
mittee see any retnedy-other than by having the 
decisions reported, by order of and at the expense

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ofthe state. ‘Fhe decisions of the eourt of last r- 
sort, are binding as the law of the land, almost 
equally with the courts, as legislative acts, a de- 
cision below, contrary to that of the supreme court, 
is of course brought up and reversed at great exe. 
pease, and the committee regret to say, that, they 
understand is frequent. The court itself is likely 
to forget and violate its own decisions, if they are 
nat reported. It sits at four places and cannot 
consult the manuscript opinions. The ambition 
to form and deliver able opinions, will be lost sight - 
of, if the public is never to see them, nor will they 
be criticised by the bar, the best security against 
the aberrations of the bench. Ta form ap able 
and intelligent bar, without a knowledge, on the 
part of its members, of the local decisions of the 
State courts, will not be possible. The law is now, 
to a great extent, hidden from lawyers and clients, 
and the evilis daily increasing. The decisions up- 
on the statutes of limitations, and of frauds and 
perjurieg, and the registration laws, are almost un- 
known, although of the last importance to the ag- 
ricgultural class of citizens, The committee would 
further suggest, that the state should cause the de- 
cisious to be reported, and not entrust it to indi- 
viduals who would have it in their power to per- 
vert facts and law at pleasure to suit particular 
cases and questions, or add to the reputation of in- 
dividuals of the bench and bar, the mere suspicion 
of which, though untrue, would destroy the force 
of the decisions. The reporter should be a public 
officer, and, jointly with the judges of the supreme 
court, officially responsible for a faithful perform- 
ance of the reposed trust. The committee are fur- 
ther of opinion, that te offices of attorney general 
and reporter should be combined, and the duties 
performed by tie same individual, and beg leave 
to report a bill.

ments of our sister states they rely on their suc- 
cessful schemes of industry and improvement as a 


sufficient incemive to animate and urge to action, ` 


the long languishing energies of the people of Ten- 
nesses. They do not cast any imputation’ on for- 
mer legislatures, as they are advised of the crip- - 
pled condition of the finances of the state; but they 
believe that further delay will be rijinous to the 
farming, commercial, and manufacturing interests 
of the state. ie : 
The committee feel the deep importance of pùt- 
ting into speedy operation, some general plac of 
internal improvement for each division orthe state. 
They believe the bill reported, in its equal and gen- 
eral character, is, perhaps the best they- could de- 
vise, to ensure the aid and support of their com- 
mon countrymen, and that it is well calculated, as 
they believe, to harmonize the supposed tonflict of 
interest between the three’ marked divisions of the 
state. They recommend the proposed system for

` yiety of rivers Which pass through and adorn their 


country. — , 

The committee have proposed the appointment 
of three boards of commissioners for the East, Mide 
dle and West district of the state of Tenneksee, 
with a belief that the boards located in each sec. 
tion, will have beiter information as to the most 
deserving objects of improvement, than one gene- 
ral board could kave. They have proposed sixty 
thousand to the Eust, fifty thousand tothe Middle, 
and forty thousand te the West district. In doing 
this, the committee were not influenced by territo- 
ry or population, but by the wants and embarrass- 
ments of the districts, which, in their view, form 
the highest claim to the bounty of the state. 

The committee feel a conyiction that the gene- 
rovs liberality which bas ever characterised the 
people of Tennessee, warrants them to present a 
system by which voluntary contributions can be 
obta.ned, to carry on aod complete the present 
plan af internal improvement. The application of 
the greatest part of the public funds, to a general 
and equal system of education, which isthe liſe 
and soul of free principles, suggests the necessi- 
ty of such an appeal to the purses and patriotism 
of the people. The systemis this, each county 
court, (the proper guardians of the public interest 
of their several counties,) are required to open and 
keep open, books for subscriptions after the first 


court after next January; and the right to the 
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money subscribed, is vested in the several boards 
in the district in which such sums may be sub- 
scribed. 

The committee entertain the hope, that the time 
has come, when the general assembly of Tennes- 
gee will move in public action, under the influence 
of general measures, aud that no member will lim- 
it his views to the narrow bounds of his county, 
but extend them to the common interest of his 
country. 

The objects of government are neither exclu- 
sively local nor sectional, but their great aim is, 
the promotion of those general measures, which 
will result, by proper arrangement, in the equal 
benefit and happiness of the whole community.— 
Hence it follows, that if measures of this character 
should be baffled by efforts addressed tothe vulgar 
prejudices of mankind, it must be on the supposi- 
tion, that the pubhe ear is not tuned toits own in- 
terest, which is both fallacious and uncharitable; 
and at the same time furnishes means to misguide 
the people, which will terminate in the overthrow 
of him, who dares thus to outrage and distract the 
common interest and happiness of the people. 

The committee believe that a union of action 
among the members, will give the energies and 
resources of the state such a direction, as will se- 
cure her general prosperity, and advance the inter- 
ests of every individual ın the community. 

The improved navigation of ourrivers, will make 
the Tennessee the channel of communication be- 
tween all parts of the state and invite mutual and 
reciprocal trade. It will constitute the merchants 
the carriers of trade and furnish the farmer and 
mechanic a market at home. It is certainly the 
true policy of our country, not fo withdraw the 
farmer and mechanic from their vocations in search 
of distant markets.

Mr. Huling, from the committee on the judicia- 
ry, made the following report, which was read at 
the clerk’s table, and is as follows, to wit: 

Your committee have taken into consideration 
the subject, referred for examination, in relation 
to the judiciary, and have prepared and now re- 
porta bill. Although at first view this bill would 
seem to add to the cost of the judiciary establish- 
ment of the state, yeta little reflection will show 
that it is recommended to your adoption, as much 
by its economy, as by its other more obvious ad- 
vantages. ‘The expenditure and waste of the time 
of the citizens of the state, the unnecessary and 
heavy costs paid by suitors for justice, the vast 
gums paid by direct taxation fora double set of ju- 
rors, and double attendance of witnesses, consti- 
stulte as fairly a part of the amount paid by the 
eounty for the present system of courts, as the mo- 
ney advanced from the public treasury, and is in 
truth more oppressive, because it falls unequally, 
and most frequently on the unfortunate and the 

oor. 
r The present bill proposes three additional cire 
cuits, making an addition of three thousand nine 
hundred dollars paid to the judges, but it will save 
to the state, upon a fair calculation, a sum of up- 
wards of $88,000. 

The bill reported by your committee contem- 
plates taking from the county courts the jurisdice 
tion of all criminal and civil causes requiring the 
intervention of a jury, except in debt and assump- 
sit, and giving the same to the circuit courts, and 
requiring their sessions three times a year, there- 
by getting clear of the expense of three jury terms 
in «ach county, in each year, and thereby much 
shortening the delays in Iitigafion and saving of 
gost and expense to the citizens at least to the 
amount above stated. For the better understand- 
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ing ofthe data on which your committee calculate, 
they give the following detail— 

Your committee believe it to be a small average 
of each session of the county courts to fix their 
sessions at eight days to the term. For each term 
of the court there will be in attendance, as jurors 
and officers, 27 citizens, at one dollareach per day, 
making for the term 216 dollars, and for the three 
terms 648 dollars, jury expense. Ifthere is at each 
term of the county court, as we may suppose, an 
average of ten causes appealed from, the court 
cost, inclusive of witnesses, will average $12 00, 
for lawyer’s fees $10 00, making $22 00 in each 
case, and for the term $220 00, which, multiplied 
by four, the number of terms of county courts, will 
make $880 00 in the year, which, added to jury 
expense before stated of $648, makes $1428 on an 
average, useless annual cost and expense, on the 
citizens of each county in this state, which, when 
multiplied by 62, the number of counties in the 
state, makes the enormous sum of $88,536. That 
sum your committee believe may be saved by the 
passage of the proposed bill, besides the saving of 
a great expense to the county for imprisonment of 
criminals before trial, by reason of the intervals 
between the sessions of the circuit court, being 
shortened at each term two months by the propo- 
sed bill—as also the saving of time and labor to 
our citizens, now uselessly lost in attendance on 
the two jury courts, by witnesses, parties and ju- 
rors, which, if calculated, would produce a saving 
to the state of a sum equal to or exceeding the 
former, and in all, exceeding $150,000. 

Thus much for the saving in actual money, but 
when its other advantages are perceived, all pecu- 
niary calculations should be lost sight of.. 

We consider it asthe first, highest and most sa- 
cred duty of political society to furnish an.enlight- 
ened, speedy and pure administration of justice. 
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It ia, in truth, the great object, for the atfainment 
of which, governments are instituted, and consti- 
tutes the life-giving principle of every well order- 
ed community, the true source of private bappi- 
ness and public prosperity. To hesitate, there- 
fore, about giving such a price as will secure this 
ermanent object, would be as unwise and as just- 

y obnoxious to censure and ridicule, as the cone 
duet and prudence of the miser, who, with millions 
in his purse, pines in penury, and denies himself 
the bread of life, because he thinks it a few shil- 
lings too dear. We do not hesitate to say, that a 
double trial of matters of fact in the same cause, at 
the will of either party by appeal from one tribu- 
mal to another, is most objectionable in every point 
of view. It is attended with a delay, which is fre- 
quently ruinous in itself to the suitor who pursues 
a just claim. It is too often ruinous to both par- 
ties. It is attended with double costs to the par- 
ties, and donble expense to the public. It produ- 
çes a spirit of litigation at war with industrious 
and peaceful habits. It generates in the commu- 
nity a distrust in and irreverence for the tribunals 
of justice, ever to be deprecated as tending to li- 
centionsness and immorality. In short, a double 
trial of fact, by two juries in distinct tribunals, has 
never been indulged in any well considered sys- 
tem of judicature known to this committee. 

Accompanying which report, Mr. Huling report- 
ed the bill to re-organize the circuit and county 
courts, with an amendment, which was read.

The bill contemplates estab- 
lishing a turnpike road on the McAdam plan, from 
Nashville to Gallatin, and thence, in the direction 
towards Glasgow, to the Kentucky.line. It pro- 
poses making said road by means of stock, to be 
subseribed by a company: it guards the rights of 
the citizen to the soil and property over whieh the 
road may pass, in a manner consistent with that 
policy, which, in the opinion of the committee, 
should uniformly govern the state. The bill au- 
thorises the stockholders to organise the company 
and commence work, after 5000 shares shall be 
taken, $50 being the amount of each share. 

To avoid the influence of the prejudice, which, 
unfortunately for public convenience and useful- 
ness, exists to some extent against turnpike roads, 
the committee have proposed an amendment to 
the bill, permiting cifizens when going to-or re- 
turoing from musters, courts and public worship, 
to pass the gates without the payment of toll, 

The probable cost per mile ofa road on the land

The company is vested with power to grant 
branches from said road, and the Governor is au- 
thorised to subseribe for the state, one fifth part 
ef the stock of said branch companies. 

All persons going to and returning from mus- 
ters and elections are to pass on said road without 
paying tall. 

The present legislature elects the directors and 
hercafter the stockholders elect their portien of 
them which will be ascertained by the compara-

The directors have tlie discretion to increase or 
Jessen the eapital stock, and should two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars of said stock not be ta- 
ken before the first day of March one thousand 
sight hundred and thirty-one, the directors are to 
proceed to make said road, and the state is to make 
appropriations, from time te time, for its comple- 
tion.

REPORT 


Gf thejoint Commitice on Banks to the General 
Assembly of the State of Tennessee, Jan. ity 
1830. 


Am the commencement of the session of the 
General Assembly, a joint select committee of 
both houses was appointed lv examine into the sit- 
uation of the Bank of the State of Tennessee, 
and also to enquire into the condition of the Agen- 
vies in the respective counties in this State. The 
Committee, to whom was referred the above sub- 
jects, have had the same under consideration and 
beg leave to report;—That at an early period of 
the session, various ealls were made by the com- 
mittes upon the Bank officers for information, 
which information was sparingly given and could 
only be obtained from the Cashier, in detached 
parts, and when these parts were examined and 
compared, with what should bethe whole state- 
ment of said Bank, it was believed by the com- 
mittee that there was a considerable defaleation, 
between the moneys actually paid into said Bank, 
and the profits arising thereon, and the reports 
made by the Cashier. Upon this, suspicion being 
entertained, the President, Directors and Cashier 
‘were pressed hy the committee for a more specifie 
statement; this was not or could not be given; and 
the Cashier finding that a discovery was inevita- 
‘ple, and knowing that he had permitted some of 
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his friends to overcheck largely, and others 10 
check, who-had no deposits in Bank, to a consid- 
erable amount, came to the criminal resolution of 
taking all the books out of the Bank, which fur- 
nished any evidence of his malversation in office, 
for the reprehensible purpose of concealing the 

‘names of his friends who had been thus benefited 
by such violation of duty. Accordingly, on the 
night of the third instant, he took the said books 
out of the bank’ and had them secretly conveyed 
away. The President and Directors of the insti- 
tution, nor the: committee on- Banks having any 
knowledge thereof, 

The Directory of the Bank immediately remo- 
ved the Cashier from office, the Clerk resigned 
his situation, and therë being neither Clerk nor 
Cashier, it produced the inevitable necessity of 
closing the doors of the Bank for a short time, 
and suspending its operations until if could be ex- 
amined and organized. While it remained in this 
situation, che Committee having been clothed with 
the necessary powers by the General Assembly 
for that purpose, had the Cashier and Clerk ar- 
rested, taken into custody and brought before 
them and examined upon interrogatives. They 
were examined separate and apart from each 
other, during which time all intercourse between 
them was prohibited. It appeared from the exa- 

” mination of the Cashier upon oath, that he had 
permitted bis friends to overcheck from time to 
time, te the amout of seventy or eighty thousand 
dollars; he furthermore stated that the persons 
who had thus been permitted by him to overcheck, 
were good for the amount with the exception of 
about seven or eight thousand dollars, whieh was 
doubtful, though the payment of this sum had 

been assumed by a solvent individual, but by no 
other than an honorable obligation. . He further} 


4 
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more stated, that, on his own aceount he owed 
the bank nothing, and this last statement was cor- 
roborated by the Clerk. who deposed, that, at the 
last setulement of the Cashiers’ account for his 
salary, about five months since, the balance on 
settlement was found te be in his fayor—as to his 
individual account. he knew nothing. The Cash- 
ier refused fo give up the names of the persons 
who had overcheeked, to disclose where the books 
were, or to surrender them: avowing a determin- 
ation to go to jail, or to sufier any punishment 
Which might be inflicted upon him, rather than 
makea full, true, and unqualified disclosure of 
the trensaction. From the examination of the 
Clerk, it appeared, that the following books, were 
taken out by the Cashier, to wit: the Blotter, Day 
Book, General Account Ledger, Individual De- 
posit Ledger. Register of Notes or Bills payable 
issued, Register of Notes discounted or Bills re- 
eeivable, and Credit Book. . 

These books were indispensable, not only to the 
present, but future operations of the Bank.— 
‘Their destruction would haye greatly deranged, 
if not totally prostrated the institution, conse- 
quently, to obtain possession of them was of vital 
importance to the Siate; without them, all was 
disorder inthe most important operations of the 


Government. Fearing that the books might be. 


in the possession of those who had a deep interest 
in their destruction, and apprehending, that, 
should rigorous measures be adopted with the de- 
linquent officer to coerce the immediate produc- 
tion of thé books, they wouldbe destroyed; the 
Committee believed it sound poliey to suspend 
for a time, ihe measures they contemplated 
adopting against the Cashier for his contumacy, 
having little doubt, but that he would restore the 
books to the State and account for that delinquen- 


t 
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ey. The result has demonstrated the propriety 
of the course pursued by the Committee. The 
books are now in the possession of the State, and 
subject to the examination of the present-Cashier 
‘of the Bank, and of a Committee of the General 
Assembly, spevially.delegaied- to examine them 
and report thereon. A different policy might 
have coerced the production of the books, but the- 
Committee employed only one of the means in 
their power, that of directing them to be placed, 
from whence they were taken, and should that 
direction not have been complied with, the au- 
thority vested in the committee would have been 
, promptly exercised in effeeting the objects of the 
General Assembly in the production of the pub- 
lie records, In aceordance with these views 
the following resolution was adopted, to wit:

. sentatives, be appointed a sub-commitiee, on ber 
halfof this committee, together with the present 
Cashier of the Bank, to receive the books, paa 
pers, &e. of said Bank, in the hands of the late 
Cashier, and deposit them in the Bank, subject 
to the inspection of said committee, and the pres- 
ent and late Cashier, and that they -report, if 
practicable, to this committee, the siate of said 
Bank, connected with said books, but, in said re- 
port, private accounts and individual names shall 
not be exposed, and that said committee shall al- 
low the late Cashier and such other persons as he 
may wish, (and said ċĉommittée shall not disap- 

prove) to assisisaid Cashier in settling said books, 
and make report as.early as can be done during 
this session of the Legislature. 

In pursuance of the authority delegated to the 
sub-committce appointed by theforegoing resolu- 
tion, the report was made by said committee 
herewith transmitted, which is as follows:

Was referred the duty of receiving, from. Joel 
Parrish, late Cashier of the Bank of the State 
of Tennessee, such books and papers as he had 
removed, beg leave to repert;—ihat they have 
performed that duty, and that said books and pa- 
pers have been delivered over, and are now in their 
safe custody, to be disposed of as your resolution 
has directed. They have made such an” examin- 
ation asthe shortness of time would admit. the

They are totally una- 
ble from the examination they have made to as- 
certain the probable loss which the Bank has sus- 
tained, and indeed. owing te the faci of the ac- 
counts of persons at said Bank hating remained 
without being pusted or balanced for some eigh- 
teen months or two years past, they are convinced 
it cannot be done by them during this session of 
the Legislature, consistently with other engage- 
ments.

The committee will, however, submit-the 
result of their examination in the course of this 
day, and tbey hazard nothing in saying that from 
the examination they have made and the informa- 
tion they have acquired, the Bank is solvent, and 
is-able to meet all its engagements. Its affairs 
are greatly disorganized and deranged, as well at 
many of theagencies as at the principal Bank; 
though the committee are of the opinion that in- 
- dustry and talent would soon restore all things to 
order, but what will be the ultimate loss that the 
State may sustain, the- committee have not now 
the means of information in their power. To 
arrive at the actual loss which the State may suf- 
fer would require the books to be balanced, and 
all the Specie and Bank paper to.be counted, and 
the amount of solvent debt due the Bank ascer- 
_ tained. This would occupy the committee twen- 
ty or thirty days, a length of time which they 
could not devote, to the toial neglect of all other 
business of Legislation. The committee would, 
however, state from all the lights before them, that 
the loss must be considerable: and they would 
submit to the General Assembly the policy of 
winding up the concerns of the institution as soon 


as a due regard to the interests ef the State may 


admit, and the appropriation of the money, now 
doaned at the different Agencies, to the pur-

For tie purpose of obtaining the most accurate 
in forma: ion, and to have a clear understanding of 
the present situation of the funds placed in the 
hands of the- agents, and the manner of transact- 
ing their business, the notes, together with the 
books in which their accounts are kept have been 
carefully examined. A list of the debtors has 
been taken, with the amount and date of each, 
and remarks upon them, containing such evidence 
as the undersigned has been able to procure in re- 
lation to their solvency or validity. When the 
books and notes exhibited by the agents were ex- 
amined. and a list taken, they were sent to the 
bank to be compared with their books, to be eñ- 
dursed by the officers and returned for the inspec- 
tion of the members ofthe two houses. : 

A statement ofthe agencies has been made, -ex- 
hibiting a full view, ander appropriate heads, and 
very much, in detail, theresutt of the examina- 
tions made while taking the list from the Agents”

The amount paid into the Bank as given in the 
Joregoing statements has heen ascertained by re- 
ferring to thé publie documents, except tlie. 
amount for Jands north and east of the line, and 
the interest and notes in circulation,. which are 
taken from the, communications made by the 
Bank. The deposits were ascertained by the 
general statement at the first ofthe session, which 
may be very much varied sine. 
The amount of bids recetvable at the Prinei- 
pal Bank js taken from astatement furnished by,

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the Cashier. The amount at che Branch Bank 
and agencies in East Tennessee from the Branch 
Bank, and the amount due from che agencies in 
West Tennessee, was ascertained by ihe exam- 
ination already referred to—all other items were 
furnished either by the Principal or Branch 
Bank. ‘fhe statement of bills receivable com- 
tains no evidence of the solvency of the’ debis or 
date at which they fall due. and it is believed to 
contain errors by overcharging for a considerable 
amount, which may have occurred in taking “it 
from ihe books. The amount charged againsé 
agents in default, is also supposed to be much lar- 
Ser than the sum actually due by them at 
this time. -A note upon the statement of bills re- 
ceivable made by the cashier, refers to the coun- 
sel ofthe Bank for the amount in judgments. In 
the absence of that statement, the amount cannot 
now be given; but froma very slight examination 
of it some time since, it appeared that some of 
them were included in the bills receivable, some 
an the account rendered by the agencies, and some 
of them were to be found in the list against the 
agents in default. and in some instances, they 
were found in more than one of said statements, 
or at least it so appeared in the absence of an exe 
planation. 

in making this statement, it must be undex- 
stood that it-was done upon the information fur-

see, it was often in general terms, and on some 


occasions yaguc. and supposed to be imperfect, 


and entirely in the absence of those who, it is pre- 


sumable, could have explained it so ds to remove 


such difficulties as seemed to present themselves. 
No doubt the officers of tire Bank, or al leastit is 
presumable, ean by explanation, throw such 
light npon it as to be fully understood. 
Scarcely an hourhas passed whea the House 
QQQ House 
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Was not in session, often when it was, frequently 
at the expense of neglecting local measures de- 
manding immediate attention, often deprived of 
voling upon measures of a general nature. when 
the interest of the country has been deeply invol- 
ved, the most intense application has been devot- 
ed to the subject, witha hope to ascertain vit 

eertainty the true situation of the institution. ond 
to arrive at some eonclusion as to the practicabili- 
ty of sustaining it under the regulations by which 
itis governed. In the effort to do so, many diffi- 
eulties were presented not antieipated. until after 
the investigation had commencede some of which 
have not been removed and the primary object in 
view has not been fully attained. It has progress- 
ed far enough to discover the complicated nature 
of the institution. The connection between the 
Bank and the agencies, and the mode pointed out 
by law for collecting the moneys from the entry 
takers, has produced a derangement in their ac- 
counts. which it is impossible to detail to the Le- 
gislature, in a clear and distinct manner. as they 
now stand. It may appear well in theory, but 
when applied to practice it vill in many respects 
be found very defective. The law is in some in- 
stances vague, and obseure, admitting of doubtfal 
construction, and among the great number of of- 
ficers engaged in the execution of it, some are 
not fully competent. and others negligent of their 
duties; consequently confusion or derangement of 
their acesunts is often produced. Independent 
of the causes above stated, as calculated to pro- 
duce confusion, the frequent legislation upon the 
subject, without a regard to effects to be produc- 
ed upon the transactions of monied cencerns, in- 
terſeres with every thing like a systematic plan 
of operations. anda continual alteration has been 
necessary to comply with the various acts of le- 
Fislatien. The present state of accounts requires 
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that some competent person should visit the agen- 
eies and entry takers’ offices, and makea personal 
investigation, and when made deposite the same 
inthe Bank. To perform this duty correctly it 
should be done by-some persons acquainted with 


the statutes establishing the offices, and defining - 


the duties of the officers, who would be fully com- 
petent to make a thorough investigation, and ca- 
pable of giving such instructions as may be ne- 
eessary, for keeping their business well regulated 
hereafter, It is scarcely possible to point out all 
the errors and negligences to be found in such a 
eomplicated business, when so many are concern- 
ed in transacting it; in fact nothing short of a, 
personal examination could afford a perfect 
knowledge of them in all the minutie; but when 
eorreetéd and in possession of the Bank, with dili- 
gent attention by the officers, they could guard 
against them forthe future. 


The policy of winding up and closing the con- 


eern was not made a subject of inquiry for the 
undersigned, having been required only to collect 
such facts, which would, as far as practicable, 
show the true situation of the institution; this has 
been done, although to a yery limited extent, yef 
as far. as the means have been placed in his powers 
But as this investigation was very suddenly closed, 
he takes the liberty to indulge in a few remarks 
upon the subject, In closing or changing a Bank- 
ing institution, the interest of the stock holders 
the debtors, and the holders of the notes, are a 
to be consulted. In this instance the amount o 
notes in circulation is so very inconsiderable when 
compared with the means ofredeeming them that 
it cannot be looked to as a subject which deserves 
consideration. The first two then, are presented 
and both have equal claims to protection. As the 
stock is the exclusive property of the state it read- 
ily occurs that the legislature has entire contro 
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erer it; in fact it isso expressed in the charters 
and if wewere permitted to stop our inquiries 
here, no doubt could be entertained as to the 
sourse which should be pursued: but it must be 
kept in view that this stock Las by loans been egn- 
verted inte debts upon the people, and their inter- 
est demands a mature consideration when acting 
upon this subject. These debts are situated dif- 
fervently from those which have been generally 
ereated with Banking institutions. The charter 
stipulates the ierms of payment, which is by in- 
stalmenis, called in at eerſain periods, and it is 
implied that they will be paid at the agencies 
where they were contracted. Should it be deter- 
mined to close the concern, à sound discretion 
should be exercised in regulating the calls, which 
‘should not exceed the resources of the debtors te 
meet them, particularly as the debts are distribu- 
ted in every section of the state, probably a large 
portion of them owing by the agricultural part of 
the community, and in many instances by those 
whoare not the most able to eommand money, 
and if pressed, offen hazard a eollection of the 
debt. In closing the business, the interest of the 
state will be promoted by reasonable forbearance 
exercised in making the ealls and regulating the 
sum by the resourees for payment and exact 
punctuality for what may be required. If the 
Bank should collect with a determination not to 
reloan, it will produce a different effect than from 
that whieh would Be produced by one individual 
aollecting from another; in the first, it would be a 
vollection from ihe whole community, because it 
would beso much withdrawn rom circulation, 
but in-the latter ease it is reloaned or vested in 
property, which tends 10 facilitate Hie cireulation 
and gives activity te the capital of the couniry.— 
When collections exceed the resources for pay- 
ment, the result is. pecuniary embarrassment.

Therefore in making collections, toe much catt 
tion cannot be observed, with a view to pro- 
tect the interest of both the State and the debt- 
or. 

Before we can arrive at a correct conelusion 
upon the proposition to wind up and close the bu- 
siness, the object of creating the institution, and 
benefits to rerultfroma continuance, deserve to 
be considered. a 

The preamble of the law establishing the bank; 
is expressed in language tog clear to mistake the 
intention of the Legislature who gave it existence, 
and were we to quéstion the policy, a reason to 
sustain it is only to be found in the benevolent mo- 
tives which led to its adoption. It will be recol- 
lecied that it was atime when pecuniary embar- 
rassments prevailed In the community unparal- 
leliedin the annals of our country. It is not 
deemed essential now to inquire into the cause 
which produced such a state of things; itis too 
well known to be controverted, that they not only 
pervaded the domestic concerns of almost every 
member of the eommunity, but many Banking in- 
stitutions were swept out of existence, while 

others were lefttottering with a paper currency 
cireulating at a depreciation far below its nomin- 
al value. 

The institution was established to ineredse the 
circulating currency of the country, by which 
many were to be accommodated with loans, to dis- 
eharge their small debts then pressing, and with 
indulgence to meet their new engagements. In 
adding to the circulating currency of the country, 
another important object was to afford facilities 
to those who wished to acquire lands, which were 
about to be offeredin market, and. the proceeds 
of which constitute the capital of the Bank. It 
is evident then that the views of the legislature 
Were not alone confined to the relief of such Æ 

QQQ2 House : 
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‘were embarrassed, but to aceumulate a large cape 
ital for che State; and to the full extent the ex- 
pectation has been realised. The latter, howe⸗ 
ver, could only serve 10 give additional weight 
-tothe burthen of debt which oppressed the com- 
tunity, The balance of this debt, after having 
paid an immense sum, is yet yery large, and will 
be payablein one year. Although contracted in 
good faith, it was under circumstances caleula- 
ted to command liberal prices. Property had not 
then setiled down to ifs present low rate.. The 
fascinating idea, that the slate was putting in 
operation a banking institution, by which ihe eir- 
oulating medium would be very much increased, 
or at least sustained, and the extensive credit 
which seldom fails to command liberal offers, all 
sombinedinstinulating the purchasers to give ex- 
travagant prices. oe 

The collection of these debts, and the interest 
ef those who owe them, are intimately connected - 
with, and must to some extent be affected by any 
measure, haying for its object a curtailment of 
the circulating medium, either by derangement 
in the fiscal affairs or otherwise, and the state 
Should do no act which would present the smallest 
difficulties in the payment of those debts. In- 
deed, experience dearly acquired, proves that 
Mey should be encouraged and stimulated to 
a punctual discharge of their contracts. 

The agricultural products, although at a de- 
pressed state, have assumed something like ‘uni- 
formity of value in the markets, save the ordina- 
xy fluctuations of commerce, i . A 

The difficulties produced by an unsound eur- 
xency no longer exist, and property is again esti- 
mated by a standard yalue. The visionary pro- 
jecis and wild schemes of speculators haye been 
superceded by industry and economy, and society 
RS now regulated by a principle based upon a more 


a 
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judicious calculation. A lapse of time sufficient 
to revolutionize the pecuniary affairs of thé coan- 
try has passed away, and what.was intended te 
aid, will soon become a burthen which the legis- 
lature will be called upon te remove by relief of 
a more serious character. If consistent with 
sound policy to extend relief upom any occasion, 
it should be considered only temporary aid, to be 
withdrawn as early as the resources of the eoun- 
trg will authorize. ~- : Be oe 15 
Should it be deemed expedient to elose the bu- 
siness of the institution, such calls should be made 
as the debtors can bear, and under such regula- 


tions as will stimulate them to exertion in a 


prompt compliance with their eontraefs. A dif- 
ferent course may produce feelings’ at variance 
with the interest of the state, and in many instan- 
ees a resort to whatever will extricate them from 
obligations executed in good faith. 
That itis inexpedient on the part of the gov- 
ernment to hold a heavy burthen of debt. upon 


her citizens is a point so generally conceded, that ` 


no argument is deemed necessary to support it; 
experience has established the fallacy of such a 
policy, aud it would be a trespass. upon the 
eee urge a proposition so well utider- 
stood. . 7 ; i ae e p 

Thebenefits to be derived by a continuance of 
the institution are the profits which the state ex- 
pects to realize in interest. In estimating them 
itis necessary to take into view the cost of mana- 
Sing the institution. Independent of the expense 
necessary to be incurred to. managethe Bank, that 
which is incurred to Support the agencies has alse 
to be defrayed, and aceording to the system upon 
which the institution was established, and requir- 
ed to be conducted, it is attended with enormous, 
expense, very far exceeding what is eustom- 
ary, to employ the same amount of capital.

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Ehe expense incurred by the time which is con- 
sùmed in legislating upon the subject, or making 
inquiries and investigations in relation 10 it, is al- 
so a proper item to be placed to the expense ac- 
count, and no doubt, if ascertained with certainty, 
constitutes a much larger one than has heretofore: 
been anticipated. 

"The losses to he sustained by insolveneies, should 

be taken into consideration before the estimate of 
balances in favor of the capital employed. This 
cannot be precisely known until the business is 
settled; but the extensive distribution of the funds, 
loaned out in small sums to individuals in almost 
every neighborhood throughout the whole state, 
divided into thousands. of debts, and the directors 
possessing but little more than an indirect control 
over them, or that which is exercised aécording 
to the information communicated, by the agents, it 
is reasonable to suppose the loss will be consider- 
able. , 
It is not designed to ailvanee any positive opin- 
jon as 10 the properity of winding up and closing 
the eoncern; but an examination of the subject 
forces the conclusion that the clear profit to the 
state, upon the capital employed, is far short of 
what had been anticipated, and, if authorised to 
hazard an opinion, it does not exceed three per 
cent. 

While estimating the profits to the state, some 
attention. has been given to the expense incurred 
by the borrowers. The number of notes at the 
agencies in West Tennessee, andthe number of 
persons by which they were executed in one year, 
have been ascertained. It will be recollected that 
the amount on Ioan is $278,364 42. Estimating 
the time lost in travelling to the agencies to exe- 
cute the notes, at a reasonable price, and the 
sums paid for the powers. of attorney required to 
be given, it is abeut $49,000; this sum is to be ad- 
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died to six per cent interest they pay im advance 
for the use of the money; which gives a correct 
estimate of the expenses paid by the people for 
the use of the funds. 

From the most mature refleetion which hae 
been given the subject, it is very evident that in 
all eases when monied institutions are placed un- 
der the control, and subjeet to the disposition of 
legislative bodies, they should be rendered as sim- 
ple in their construction and management as the 


nature of things will permit, that their situation 


may be more easily comprehended and under 
stood, and for the safety of the funds, scattered as 
they are, among the agencies, it is necessary to 
give it an energetic operation. If the history and 
progress of this institution are ta be considered a 
fair experiment, it is impracticable to sustain 
ene so complicated as it is, under the exclusive

profitable to the state at a fair rate of interest from
